STATIONS. 



First Unlocked Till Midnight, Second, 
11 o'clock. 

The railroad stations at Bala and 
Cynwyd, on tho Schuylkill Division of 
tho Pennsylvania Railroad, will remain 
open at night indefinitely, according 
to announcement by M. P. Blauvelt, 
Assistant Director of the Allegheny 
Region, United States Railroad Admin- 
istration. 

The Bala station will not close until 
midnight, Mr. Blauvelt said, and the 
Cynwyd station waiting room will bo 
kept open until 11 o'clock. In the case 
of Manayunk, Mr. Blauvelt has decided 
to reserve decision until he has ob- 
tained further information from his in- 
vestigators. 

Tho protest against the closing of tho 
stations at Bala and Cynwyd was made 
by residents of these communities who 
found they could not gain access to 
their boxes in the post offices located in 
the station.

EDITORIAL 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

In the March 29 odition of ''Our 
Town" theiv appears a letter signed 
by "Another Booster,'* evidently in 
reply to the letter written by "A 
Booster" in the issue of .March Jo, in 
which letter the writer pushed *a propo- 
sition for nn Athletic Field for Nar- 
bcrth, without mentioning any memo- 
rial feature. 

"Another Booster" states in his let- 
ter that a Memorial Clock as a soldier's 
and sailor's memorial seemed to meet 
popular approval and that the ground 
for the Tower could be secured without 
«ost. 

The fact that the Clock Tower eould 
be seen by every visitor and resident 
was one of the arguments in furor of 
the Clock Memorial, but we will have 
to decide if we want to erect a memorial 
for the passing public, by way of show- 
ing that we appreciate the services our 
boys have given us or erect a memorial 
that will be a distinct and Inst in jf bene- 
fit to the community as well ns the 
most fitting memorial and one that Js 
sure to be approved by every man in 
the service. 

Furthermore, with an athletic field we 
would decidedly not be advancing* any 
selfish interest for fostering it as a 
memorial. The idea is an unselfish one 
and in line with the idea of :i great 
many communities in erecting n mem- 
orial that will be utilitarian as well as 
■dccidcdl} r memorial in its origin, 

It might be well to consider what 
some of our neighbors have done and 
arc doing in the way of memorials. As 
an instance we refer you to the Upper 
Darby National Army League, covering 
the towns of Highland Park, By wood, 
Wcstover Hills, Garrett Ford and Sea 
Xano, in securing a five-acre }lot of 



ground for a recreation center and ath- 
letic field, to be christened "Memorial 
Field." 

This League carefully considered a 
stone shaft and a hospital and aban- 
doned the stone shaft idea on the ground 
that it was senseless to erect a monu- 
ment of cold stone. 

Bronze tablets bearing the names of 
every service man will be rdaccd in a 
prominent location and the remainder 
of the funds are to be used on the 
memorial field which will be in the na- 
ture of a recreation park, community 
center and athletic field. 

Mr. Walter Camp, in his article on the 
subject of memorials, says: "Make our 
memorials athletic fields, clubs, play- 
grounds. Get all the field room possible 
for cities and towns. If those who are 
planning memorials for our returning 
soldiers and sailors will for a moment 
'stop, look and listen,' they may have 
a vision as to the appropriate form of 
such memorials. If everyone interested 
in this agitation would consider what 
the man who actually did the fighting 
went through, what it was that they 
learned through their months of prepa- 
ration, and what it is toward which 
their thoughts turned at the periods of 
rest and relaxation, there would be no 
question as to what hind of memorials 
would be erected. 

"There is no practical value in an 
arch or monolith. True, they perpetu- 
ate the memory of the occasion, but 
when wo can combine the two and make 
something of practical value and use, 
there ought to be no question in our 
minds. " 

It was not the "Original Booster V 
idea, in writing several weeks ago, to 
suggest the athletic field, which Nar- 
bcrth so urgently needs, as a memorial, 
but in so far that the "Second Booster" 
has mentioned the idea and criticized 
the plan, the writer is presenting the 
proposition of a memorial athletic field 
as a suggestion for a memorial to the 
readers of "'Our Town." 

Xext question. "Will the people in 
general approve of cutting and remov- 
ing the handsome old tree which has 
shaded the entrance to the borough for 
so many years, and will a (dock tower 
representing a half-finished monument, 
which lias been later transformed into 
a useless clock tower, lie an artistic 
addition to the main approach of Xar- 
l.erth.'" 

Could a really artistic (dock tower 
lie placed in a large lawn in the proper 
setting, it might be worth considering, 
but with a background on the north 
of stores and public buildings and a 
background on the south of the railroad 
station, please let us try to picture in 
our minds the effect, always remember- 
ing that the great tree is to be for- 
ever destroyed. 

Joyce Kilmer, the war poet. lias writ- 
ten a poem to trees in a way thai must 
appeal to every human heart. In the 
(losing lines he says: 

"I'lu'iiis are made by fools like me. 
But only God can make a tree." 

Would a clock tower be of any real 
use? Could we all see the time from 
our front porches before we started to 
stroll or run for the electric? A good 
many of us can see or hear the train 
before we reach the station, and it 
seems that if one does not know just 
about the right time before starting 
for a train it would be a very poor time 
to start to investigate when we are 
within a few feet of the station. On 
arriving from trains it does not seem 
that it would .make a great deal of 
difference whether the 5.15 or 5.40 hap- 
pened to arrive from town a minute 
late, and so long as Ingersoll's are so 
cheap and the soldiers and sailors all 
have the wrist watch habit, we might 
be satisfied with the numerous well- 
regulated clocks in the various build- 
ings near the station. However, it 
would be up to the Memorial General 
Committee to decide for the rest of us 
and we to follow along and make the 
proposition go. 

It is to be hoped that the various 
representatives on the General Commit- 
tee Avill do credit to the organization 
which they represent and work out a 
memorial which will be a real credit to 
the Borough of Narbcrth, one which wo 
will not regret in the years to come 
and one that can be approved and in- 
dorsed by tho men in the service, in 
whose honor it is given. 

"THE ORIGINAL BOOSTER." 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Is it to be said of the residents hero 
that they are so indifferent to the "Me- 
morial" project that the boasted com- 
munity co-operation is a fantasy? Other- 
wise, why the delay and difficulty in 
reaching an immediate decision as to 
the form of our public acknowledgment 
should take in recognition of the mag- 
nificent work done for us and our pos- 
terity by the American soldiers, sailors 
and marines? Let us not be charged 
by those whom wo would honor that 
we are not broad nor generous enough 
to make it their memorial and theirs 
only. In other words, let us be true to 
them and to ourselves, so it cannot even 
be implied we have used the occasion 
to forward some borough utility. Don't 
let us adulterate the fundamental senti- 
ment, but let us greet them and say, 
"Boys, this is all yours."

That town of Ardmore certainly is 
ambitious. Here they arc just getting 
used to that fine building where they 
keep all their money, and now they have 
the bug again and want another. 

Did you know the}' contemplate build- 
ing a Hall of Honor as a memorial to 
their soldiiers and sailors who helped 
make the world safe for democracy? 

To be ambitious is, of course, a virtue; 
but isn't it, after all, unfortunate that 
some people must be so ambitious that 
with everything they do they insist on 
being what they call "practical," or 
trying to kill two birds with one stone, 
so to speak? 

Occasionally some of the things we do 
make it very plain why the Allies at 
first thought we were "Dollar Chasers." 
Of course, they know better now, but 
can 't you see how they get these im- 
pressions when we carry our practical 
ideas into everything we do, no matter 
how lofty? 

Now, speaking as an individual. I, 
too, have ambitions, and in my work-a- 
day affairs strive to be practical, but I 
also have ideals that: 1 believe there is 
a time and a place for everything. This 
Memorial business, and the fact of our 
neighbors building an auditorium has, 
therefore, prompted nn* to try and make 
this appeal to our Xarberth Memorial 
Committee, that when we decide on our 
Memorial that we be guided by the 
bountiful ideal that prompted these Me- 
morials and not entirely by the prac- 
tical or commercial viewpoint. 

Don't you believe that our soldiers 
and sailors who particularly distinguish- 
ed themselves will prize more highly the 
medals they receive than if they had 
been given the monetary value of the 
medal? There is no doubt about it, and 
I believe we, too, should bo so guided 
when we decide on the form of our 
Memorial. 

•' Constructive Criticasm" is the word 
of the day. but not being a member of 
(ho Memorial Committee, J dare hardly 
presume to suggest the form our Me- 
morial should take. However, I believe 
our Postmaster is a member of the com- 
mittee, and the other day I saw a draw- 
ing of a clock tower in his window. 
Far be it from me to steal an3 r one's 
thunder, but it strikes me something of 
that nature is pretty close to the kind 
of a Memorial we should have. And, 
by the way, it should appeal to our prac- 
tical townsmen because wo need a real 
clock somewhere around the station. 

At any rate, let us be practical if we 
must, but if we arc going to build a 
Memorial, let us be inspired with the 
ideal and have something that is truly 
a Memorial and a credit to our town, 
as well as to the boys to whom it i?- 
dedicated.

IMMORTAL YOUTH. 

Sir: — To many of the patriotic and 
loving yet bereaved fathers and moth- 
ers whose sons have fallen in the Great 
War, T have found that one of the most 
comforting thoughts has been that their 
' ' boys ? ' have been thereby endowed 
with "immortal youth." 

No matter how long the parents live, 
their boy never will grow old to them. 
Had he and they lived together for ten, 
twenty or forty years, the boy of twen- 
ty-odd would have become the man of 
even sixty-odd with gray hairs aad the 
pes anscrinus furrowing hirf temples. 
Once he has given life itself for Liberty 
and Civilization, he has passed from the 
realm of time, with its changes and it 
vicissitudes, its ageing and its decrepi- 
tude, into the* realm of immortality. 
There he never will lose the bloom of 
youth with his well-remembered inspir- 
ing buoyancy, his affection, his ardent, 
hopeful, cheerful life. Immortality for 
him and them knows neither decay nor 
decline.
